\‘ le following notes from the 
Monthly Commercial letter published 
by the Canadian Bank of Commerce 
will be of interest to most readers. 

Interest payments on mortgages and 
..other forms of trustee investment in 
western Canada during 1.921 were not 
met as well or as promptly as in 1920. 

■Normally, at the close of a year 
the interest overdue on western mort¬ 
gages averages one per cent of the 
principal, but last year it was one and 
,;a quarter per cent. There is also a 
larger percentage of interest overdue I 
’ on sniuntcipal, school and rural tele¬ 
phone debentures, caused by the dif- 
fichlty of collecting taxes. 

This difficulty is mainly the result 
cf the fall in the price of agricultural 
products,, although in some cases it 
is in part due to the increased out¬ 
lays on schools and municipal under 
takings. 

The net debt of the Dominion as at 
December 31st last, was $2,366,861 ,- 
v000, us compared with $2,308,218,000 
a year ago. Temporary loans increas¬ 
ed during 1921 from 195,839,000 to 
$1 50,58*1,000. For the nine months 
ending.December last, thA revenue of

630, .-■?*-< compared with $314,354,675 
for the: same period in 1920. The de¬ 
cline is partly de to a falling off of 
$57,000,000 in receipts from customs 
and of $9,000,000 in the business pro¬ 
fits tax. The. receipts from the in¬ 
come tax, however increased $53,000- 
000. a result due partly to the steadily 
Improving machinery for its collection 
and partly to the payment within a 
single year of the taxes on incomes 
for the years 1919 and 1920. It is 
noteworthy that the burden of tax¬ 
ation is rapidly creating a volume of 
public, opolnion in all public expendi- 
tij res. 

■ Deposits by the public in Canada at 
the close of December last were $27,- 
000,000 lower than at the end of the 
•previous imonth. Government and 
foreign deposits were also lower by 
$22,000,000 and by $15,000,000 respec¬ 
tively. Current loans in Canada con¬ 
tracted by $52,000,000 to $1,255,000 - 
000 and call and short loans by $15,- 
000,000 while currene loans abroad re¬ 
mained stationary. The general con¬ 
traction shown in the December state¬ 
ment is seasonal in character, except 
as to call loans, which a year ago 
showed only a nominal change. 

Business Failures in Canada 
The extra ordinary fall, during 
1921, in the prices of the chief natural 
resources of Canada, and the inter¬ 
ruption to the marketing of a consid¬ 
erable portion of them, caused by the 
emergency tarriff legislation in the 
United States, are responsible in some 
measure for the number of failures 
in that year, which was greater than 
in any previous year except 1914 and j 
1915. The total amount of liabilities I 
was the highest on record, but some. | 
allowance must be ,made for higher 
values. At the beginning of the re¬ 
cession in prices they had not only a 
large stock of goods on hand, but also 
■liajCl great difficulty in cutting down 
their operating expenses. Traders, 
however, were able to protect them-, 
selves by refusing to buy, and by gra¬ 
dually liquidating stocks on hand at 
prices which enabled them, as a rule, 
to meet their liabilities.

FREIGHT 

RATES 


The first difficulty in the matter of 
freight rates occurred so long' ago 
that history fails to give a record of 
the matter. Throughout the centuries 
that have passed since that time the 
question has been settled over and 
over again; and by the same token 
we may add that as long as man will 
continue his activities we may expect 
freight rate problems to solve. 

But for the present we have only to 
regard such phases as concern us in 
the mosl ■ .ect manner, and at this 
present time. Freight rates have be¬ 
come a most important factor in the 
every day life and business of our 
community.. For it is to be remem¬ 


bered that every one of our products 
hav e to be freighted out in order to 
become marketable. And every com¬ 
modity we have, or wish to have, has 
to be freighted in. The cost of the 
goods we sell, and of the goods we 
buy, is determined in part by the cost 


of freight. 


RATES ARE 
BIG TAX 


During the years immediately before 
us we are faced with the necessity of 
reducing our cost of. production. Our 
best efforts in this direction by them¬ 
selves, will not be sufficient to lower 
that cost to the extent that our agri¬ 
cultural industry can be made profit¬ 
able. Therefore we miust look to the 


other more immediate factors, and if 


possible so adjust them that our con¬ 
ditions of living may b© improved.

Freight rates are. among these factors 
and on survey we find that to-day 
it costs us an average extra amount 
of $92 per cay of grain to haul it to 
the market than it cost in 1917. Ex¬ 
pressed'-in other words it cost nearly 
an hundred bushels of wheat extra to 
haul that car to-day. 

Prior to 1917 there was a. fixed ba¬ 
sis for freight rates in western Can¬ 
ada under the provisions of Crows 
Nest agreement. This agreement had 
been reached only after' a long strug¬ 
gle, and proved workable and fairly 
satisfactory to shippers; Wid at the 
same time profitable to the railways.

FIRST SOWING OF VEGETABLES 


By selecting a new Piano through your local dealer, 
and having it shipped direct to you from the eastern 
factory where it is made, you save over 300 miles of 
freight charges, being the distance from Chauvin to 
Edmonton and from Edmonton back to Chauvin. 


The date when sowing should com¬ 
mence can only be determined bjr the 
weather conditions, and the state of 
the land, which should be sufficiently 
warm, and moist enough to germin— 
seeds.

Beets.—Crosby’s Egyptian, Eclipse 
Sow 1 inch deep in rows 18 inches 
apart.
